YELLOWSTONE 
PARK, 
Wyo.. 
July 28.—Encouraging reports re­ 
garding the increase in native Am­ 
erican game have been received by 
officials 
of 
Yellowstone 
National 
Park from many cities and states 
to which breeding animals from 
the famous park preserve 
were 
donated. 
In an effort to repair the dam­ 
age done by hunters, who have 
exterminated native 
animals 
in 
the more thickly populated 
sec­ 
tions, it has been the policy of the 
National Park service to send bison 
elk, bear, antelope and heaver to 
public parks and state preserves 
where they would* be given favor­ 
able environment and a chance to 
multiply. 
More elk have been shipped from 
Yellowstone since last season than 
any other kind of game. 
During 
the hard winter it was impossible 
to feed all the animals and to keep 
some of the elk from starving to 
deftth, donations were freely made 
Some Sent to Sulphur. 
Elk have been sent recently to 
Minneapolis, Minn., Kervllle, Tex.; 
Palisades Park, N. J., near New 
York City; 
Platt National Park, 
Sulphur, Okla.; St. Louis, Mo.; Al­ 
lentown, Pa.; 
Sonora Experiment 
Station, Sonora, Tex., and Pirre, 
South Dakota. 
Much ingenuity is exercised to 
trap the animals for shipment. 
In 
the case of elk, a trail of succu­ 
lent hay is laid into a corral and 
when the elk have entered, the 
gate is closed by means of a rope 
operated by a ranger hidden some 
distance away. For two days the 
animals are kept to accustom them 
to men and then are shipped in 
specially fitted express cars.

In order to save Poland the entente allies have proposed that an 
agreement shall be made between the Warsaw and Moscow govern­ 
ments for a neutral zone thirty-five miles broad covering the frontier 
marked out for Poland at the peace conference at Paris.

RECORD COSTS 
ENORMOUS SUM

WASHINGTON, 
July 
28.—The 
cost of publishing the Congression­ 
al Record, the government publica­ 
tion recording daily everything that 
is said and done in Congress, as 
well as somethings outside, was 
$537,640 last year .practically the 
same as for 1918. but about $300,- 
000 less than the 1917 cost. 
These figures were given recent­ 
ly by Russell O. Beene, accountant 
at the government printing office. 
in answer to an inquiry of repre­ 
sentative Magee, of New York, as to 
the possible saving that would re­ 
sult from the discontinuance of the 
record. Mr. Beene gave the cost for 
1917 as $801,790.88 and for 1918 
as $537,640. 
Cornelius Ford, the public print­ 
er wan asked for an explanation of 
the high figure in 1917. but con­ 
fessed his ignorance unless it hap­ 
pened that Congress 
“did more talk­ 
ing” that year. Mr. Ford 
said that 
in 1917, congress was in session 
250 days; in 1918. 
3<'7 days, and 
; in 1919, 279 days. 
The printed pages in the Record 
for these years were 652,511,964 in 
1917; 
563,672.587 in 
1918; and 
435,130.450 in 1919. The cost of 
paper has increased greatly within 
the past three vears. but the use of 
a lighter and less expensive qual­ 
ity has helped reduce the aggre* 
gate cost 
of the paper used. For 
*1919, the paper cost was $130,000 
as compared with $162,000 in 1918 
and $300,000 in 1917.

William Howard Taft. 


White House is no place for a judge. 
As 
lawgiver 
and 
governor 
of 
Manila, Taft had won the confidence 
of his oriental subjects, and rather 
than desert his post. before his task 
was finished, he sacrificed the dearest 
ambition of his life. In a year and 
a half Roosevelt had him in his cab­ 
inet as secretary of war—and, soon 
had him in his eye for the presidency. 
Roosevelt had the weakness of his 
strength. He thought he was strong 
enough to make a president. 
But 
real presidents are born, not made. 
The moment Roosevelt was gone, 
the 
standpatters, 
the 
reactionary 
forces, emerged from their seven and 
one-half years in the cyclone cellar. 
The moment the political broncho felt 
the tenderfoot on its back, it bucked, 
tnd threw Taft from the seat of leader- 
gfalp. The next thing the rank and 
file of Republicans kr*ew. the party 
was slipping back into Jie old rut 
from which Roosevelt had >rked it 
when first he laid upon it hi.: roister- 
ful hand. 
» 
But the people refused to go back. 
Eight months after Taft’s inaugura­ 
tion. the election of 1909 sounded a 
clear warning of tub disaster that 
overwhelmed the party In the congres­ 
sional election of 1910, and which all 
but destroyed it in the presidential 
election of 1912. 
According to a story that was told 
of Taft, a curious stranger asked a 
gatekeeper at the Union station in 
Washington where he would stand the 
best chance of seeing the presi­ 
dent in the few spare hours that he 
bad between trains. 
“Right where 
you are,” was the reply. 
“He's al­ 
ways either taking a train or getting 
off of one.” 
Taft was the first president to draw 
the present salary of $75,000. 
Con­ 
gress had also adopted, two years be­ 
fore he came In, the custom of allow­ 
ing $25,000 yearly for the traveling 
expenses of the president, and he be­ 
came the great presidential traveler, 
making a record of 150,000 miles In 
four years, as be went about the) 
country appealing for a reversal of 
the verdict against bls administration. 
, b vain be strove to turn back the tide, 
which only sported with him. 
After baring elected him by L208,- 
900 plurality, the people parted with 
Taft more In sorrow than In anger. 
They did not question that he was a 
good president, bat that is a secondary 
ronsideratlon.

That fact was left out of their reck­ 
oning by the Democratic bosses of cor- | 
rapt, machine-ruled New Jersey when 
they summoned the president of Prince-!

Utica! speech, that lf elected governor I 
he would govern, the politicians nudged 
one another and laughed in their J 
sleeves at the idea of a professor try-.

Of all things, it was a book which he 
himself had written in his youthful 
school days merely as a thesis for his 
Ph.D. at Johns Hopkins. The young 
graduate-student made the discovery, 
that our Constitution created a vac- I 
uum, which the bossqpi had rushed in i 
to fill. 
Alas, popular leadership is neither 
a science nor an art that can be taught 
out .pf a book. 
Where other leaders of our democ­ 
racy have appealed to the emotions, he 
is one of the least electric, least dim- j 
ma tic of our presidents, with ne anec- 
dotes to popularize him, with no leg- j 
ends of his youth or myths about his ' 
political career to vitalize him to thej 
general imagination. He owes his va­ 
rious successes at the polls to the cold j 
logic of the political situation and little 
to his popularity. His academic aloof­ 
ness from politics, at a time when pol­ 
iticians had fallen Into disfavor, made 
him the available man for governor In 
1910. As a candidate for president, ber 
ran a poor second to Champ Claik In 
the popular primaries of 1912. He was 
nominated st Baltimore only after 46 
ballots, and then only as a result of 
Bryan’s overthrow of the steam roller. 
And be was elected by the division of 
the Republicans between Roosevelt and 
Taft. though he received a ■nailer vote 
than the Democrats bad polled In 
three past elections.

WASHINGTON, July ll. — An 
average of $8,710,000,000 is spent 
annually by the people of the Unit­ 
ed States for “luxuries,'** according 
to a statement 
by 
Miss Edith 
j Strauss, head of the women’s ac­ 
tivities division of the department 
of justice high cost of living cam­ 
paign. 
Miss Strauss estimates on this 
basis a per family expenditure of 
$348 per year or $7 a week for 
“luxuries," 
The male population spends $2,- 
110,000,000 on tobacco in its va­ 
rious forms. Of this sum $800,000,- 
000 is spent’for cigarettes, a like 
sum for loose tobacco and snuff, 
and $510,000,000 for cigars. 
Automobiles rank second in Miss 
Strauss* list of luxuries. Approxi­ 
mately $2,000,000,000 is expended 
each year for motor cars and their 
parts, she said 
Since the advent o( prohibition 
more candy has been coi^umed than 
ever before in the nation’s history, 
it wag pointed out. The candy con­ 
suming public annually pays $1,- 
000,000,000 for sweets. 
Other items in what Miss Strauss 
terms 
the “luxury 
list" include 
chewing gum, for which $50,000,- 
000 is spent annually, soft drinks 
$350,000,000, perfumery and cos­ 
metics 
$750,000,000. 
furs 
$300,- 
clothing" 
$1,500,000,000, 
toilet 
soans $400,000,000, and organs, pi­ 
anos and 
phonographs 
$250,000,- 
00n. 
Thes statistics, Miss Strauss said, 
were collected by th© treasury de­ 
partment. 
“And dpn’t forget this," she said. 
“The labor and capital employed in

luxuries 
might 
otherwise have been 
turning out 
necessities—clothes,

houses, food. 
In other words the 
nation might have had more bread 
if it had less cake. And as is al­ 
ways the case, the dancer is paying 
th© fiddler.
